Wrote Much Music 

His theatre experiences led him 
to compose many works for con- 
temporary drama. In one of these, 
a masque called "Alfred" Arne 
composed the famous national song 
Rule Britannia". 

In 1759 the University of Oxford 
conferred on Arne the degree of 
Doctor of Music, soon alter which 
he was appointed to Covcnt Gar- 
den Opera House. Three years 
later he produced his "Love in a 
Village" to the libretto of Isaac 
Bickerstaff. 

The present production has the 
ber.efit of the help of several dif- 
ferent faculties and departments of 
the University.

Important StuH Changes 
Announced By Principal 



Dr. F. Cyril James, on behalf of 
the Board of Governors has an- 
nounced that the Hon. Mr. Justice 
Gerald Fauteux has been promoted 
from the post of associate professor 
to professor in the University's 
Faculty of Law. The promotion 
takes effect immediately. 

Other Promotions 

Also announced at the same time 
were two other important promo- 
tions. Dr. Gerald Franklin is pro- 
moted from assistant professor of 
Orthodontia in thc Faculty of Dent- 
istry, and Mr. Louis Gerbig Helmpel 
is to become full professor from 
the rank of associate professor of 
Agricultural Engineering that he is 
now holding, effective June I. 1949. 
Dr. Franklin's promotion goes into 
effect today. 

Judge Fauteux was educated at 
the Quebec Seminary, St. Mary's 
College and McGill University. 
The McGill professor of criminal 
law is also' a "lincencie eh droit" 
of the University of Montreal. 

Admitted to the bar in August. 
1925, he was created a K.C. in 1931, 
just after he had been named a 
Crown Prosecutor in thc criminal 
courts. He resigned from the office 
of Chief Crown Prosecutor on the 
accession of the Hon. Maurice Du- 
plcssis a; Prime Minister in 1939. 
Bar Secretary 

In 1942 he became co-chairman 
of a Lieutenant-Governor's Speak- 
ers' Committee, together with Ivan 
Sabourin, K.C, and Hugh O'Don- 
nell, K.C. He became secretary of 
the Canadian Bar Association at 
its 28th annual convention, in 1940. 
He was appointed a Judge of the 
Superior Court in 1947. Hon. Jus- 
tice Fauteux has been teaching at 
McGill since 1936, when he joined 



the staff as a lecturer in law. 

Dr. Gerald Franklin, who be- 
comes professor of Orthodontia In 
Dentistry, graduated from McGill 
in 1922 as a Doctor of Dental Sur- 
gery and has since practiced in 
Montreal. He was on a three years' 
leave of absence from McGill, 
where he has been teaching for 26 
years, during the last war. He then 
served with the Canadian Dental 
Corps, which he joined in October, 
1&39. and left in 1942 with the rank 
ol Lt-Col. 

Started In 1923 

He started at McGill as a clinical 
demonstrator in 1922, was promoted 
to lecturer in Orthodontia in 1928, 
and became assistant professor in 
1945. He has been active in teach- 
ing as well as in presenting demon- 
stration lectures before professional 
bodies in thc U.S.. England, and 
various parts of Canada. 

Mr. Louis Gerbig Heimpel, whose 
promotion from assistant professor 
to full professor of Agricultural En- 
gineering, as of June 1, was also 
announced, was born in Petersburg, 
Ont, in 1890. 

He is the holder of a B.S.A. 
degree from the University of To- 
ronto and an M.Sc. from -Cornell 
University, and has specialised in 
agricultural engineering and eco- 
nomics. In professional practice in 
Ontario for some years. Prof. 
Heimpel was appointed head of the 
Department of Agricultural Engine- 
ering at Macdonald College in 1921. 
He was promoted to assistant pro- 
fessor in his field in 1925 and 
associate professor in' 1936. Being 
now one of the leading specialists 
in the engineering branch of agri- 
cultural science, he has published a 
number of articles on this topic

In describing thc event, the first 
transatlantic competition since sev- 
eral years before thc war. the 
Speaker declared that McGill de- 
molished thc opposition arguments 
by 'superior oratory, logic, and 
technique. 

As parliamentary debating is one 
of Glasgow's chief student activities 
the victory is a tribute to the high 
calibre of thc Canadian team, h» 
said.

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INTELLECTUAL RELIEF 



At its recent conférence in Montreal, the Na- 
tional Federation of Canadian University 
Students resolved to assist the work of Interna- 
tional Student Service in every way possible. 
Tim? NFCUS recognized the value of the broad 
program of material and intellectual relief which 
I.S.S. has planned for this year. 

The work of the Canadian Committee of I.S.S. 
has been given strong support throughout the 
past few years not only by students on cam- 
puses across the country, but also by such or- 
ganizations ns the Canadian Council for 
Reconstruction through UNESCO and by lead- 
ing church officials of the Jewish, Catholic and 
Protestant faiths. 

An outstanding example of how the import- 
•ancc of the work of I.S.S. 'has been recognized 
was the seminar held in Germany last summer. 
The seminar brought together HO students from 
16 countries, including 50 students from univer- 
sities across Canada, so that they could exchange 
ideas, learn more of the cultures of other nations, 
and gain a better idea of the importance of free 
academic discussion. 

The British Control Commission of Germany 
felt this project was so important that the com- 
mission provided a meeting place, made many 
facilities available, and generally assisted with 
Ihc problem of getting the students into Ger- 
many. The Canadian Council for Reconstruc- 
tion through UNESCO contributed a major 
portion of the funds for the seminar. The 
provincial governments of Canada financed the 
transportation of Canadian students to Europe. 
The Department of Veternns Affairs and the 
Department of External Affairs provided hooks 
and pamphlets for the seminar library. 



Thus I.S.S. was able to hold a. seminar whose 
success has been widely acclaimed. Not one 
cent of the money collected in the annual 
campus drives was used for the seminar. The 
reputation of I.S.S. in Canada was so high that 
it was able to obtain the money from the 
sources mentioned. 

The Canadian Committee of I.S.S. is now 
working on a project to bring D.P. and other 
European students to Canada and the project 
is receiving wide support. 

The plan is to bring one D.P. student and 
one other European student to Canada for every 
2,000 students on Canadian campuses. The D.P 
students would remain in Canada, but the other 
students would be pledged to return to a univer- 
sity in the country from which they come. The 
International Refugee Organization of the 
United Nations has promised assistance for the 
transportation of the D.P. students to Canada. 

Anyone who has seen at first hand the frus 
tration and hopelessness that is the daily fare 
of Latvian, Lithuanian, Esthonian and Jewish 
students who seem to be condemned to a useless 
life in wretched camps in Germany knows the 
real need to offer them something more hopeful 
than material relief. 

And anyone who has visited Europe since 
the eqd of the war knows the tremendous need 
for nn exchange of ideas such as would be made 
possible by bringing other European students to 
Canada for one year. 

It is to be hoped that McGill students will 
participate in this yenr's I.S.S. program to bring 
European students to Canada and to provide 
material relief for students in Greece, France 
and India. — C. K.

Wide variety of subject matter and contrasting techniques makes 
the first 1949 exhibit given by Les Amis de 
de l'Art an event of interest 



From two points of view, accord- 
ing to Les Amis de l'Art, there 
should be more exhibitions of art. 
Les Amis have a feeling that there 
is a growing public interest In nrt 
shows; they also recognize the fact 
that there arc more artists today 
whose works merit a public ex- 
position. And so Les Amis made 
some resolutions for the New Year 
and proceeded to carry them out 
immediately. They will be giving as 
many worthy shows as they can. 
The public interest demands it and 
the artists arc busy. 

The present collection being 
shown in the club rooms of Les 
Amis represents the work of four 
artists. There are ten small color 
renderings by Claire Panet Faut- 
eux, which, from the artist's own 
remarks, might be grouped under 
the heading: 'Etude pour panneau 
décoratif.' Each of these paintings 
the artist would prefer to see, 



much enlarged, as murals. 
Painter-designer Fauteux's group 
Is Interesting because of the com- 
position, color and mood which 
she establishes In each of her 
paintings. 

The collection which shows the 
greatest variety of subjects and 
techniques per single artist is that 
of Maurice Lcbel. From glaring 
noon-day sun to midnight blackness 
from mountain landscape to fan- 
tastic psychological doodllngs, Mon- 
sieur Lebcl has tried them all. In 
some he Works methodically, and 
one can sense the internal structure 
of the painting. At other times, 
however, he stands well back, and 
seems to hurl the colored stuff 
about. When in a hurling mood, 
Artist Lcbel uses silver. Lc Voyage 
a Cythere is an excellent study. It 
is ghoulish, macabre and sinister 
. . . exactly what Monsieur Lebel 
had In mind.

Here we find a fine 
understanding of composition, 
form, movement, design but, 
what seems to me to be a 
strangely directed choice of sub- 
ject matter. Toadstools, drift 
wood, old hulls of boats and 
flowers which are more like 
exotic mushrooms are all subjects 
through which no blood (nor sap) 
flows. Here we find dead wood 
or i parasitic plant life . Some 
artists have devoted themselves 
to depicting death. I get the Im- 
pression that Ethel Seath is pre- 
occupied more with the absence 
of life. Because some people do 
not care to be saddened by a 
painting, or again because they 
wish to be thrilled until they just 
have to talk about It. there may 
some controversial opinions of 
these paintings. 

Lee Ayotte's paintings have much 
of the drive, the bold force of the 
man himself. Of particular Interest 
are -his 'Danseuse' a large' painting 
of a ballerina resting and a nature 
morte In which grapefruit apples 
and a lemon are grouped in a deck 
chair. His landscapes are well light- 
ed and when he Uses the predom- 
inant tone technique, the color 
creeps out of the painting and onto 
the frame. His various 'Paysage' 
and Paysage du Nord' show the 
artist to be working in the bold, 
Canadian tradition. But it has not 
swamped him. His use of the title 
'Studio de l'artiste' is, to me at 
least, Indicative of the spirit of 
humor, the zest which Ayotte puts 
Into his work.

A Bit of History 

by Serge Sarasin 
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Although it may not be a very 
common idea nowadays, the origin- 
al and primitive jazz music from 
which all other styles (bebop In- 
cluded) have sprung, is the "New- 
Orleans Style." 

In Freddy Kcppard's and Buddy 
Boldcn's days, orchestras were 
made up of from five to seven mu- 
sicians. The melodic section con- 
sisted of a cornet-clarinet-trom- 
bone trio, while the rhythmic sec- 
tion Included banjo, bass and 
drums. 

As most musicians were then un- 
able to read music, the first bands 
relied on collective Improvisation 
only. With the clarinet providing 
a counter-melody In a higher reg- 
ister, the cornet lead the melodic 
section, while the trombone har- 
monized In the background, sup- 
plying the low and serious part of 
the melodic trio. 

In the rhythmic section the 
strong beat was marked on the 
bass drum and the bass, while the 
banjo marked all four beats. As 
for the snare drum and the cym- 
bal, they were used to accentuate 
syncopation. Upon this background, 
Ihc melodic section (especially the 
cornet and Ihc trombone) played 
on the beat, principally on the 
strong beat. Ibis is quite logical 



since jazz Is a music based upon 
the accentuation of the weak beat, 
which indeed would be lost if 
marked by the whole band. In- 
stead, by resting on the strong 
beat, lha cornet and the other in- 
struments made an intense appeal 
for an accentuation of the weak 
beat, which accentuation surged 
forward from the snare drum and 
the cymbal. 

Following the northward popula- 
tion shift, the jazz orchestras went 
up the 'Mississippi to Chicago, which 
by 1020 had thus become the capital 
of jazz music As the bands came 
to play more and more in such per- 
manent places as night-clubs, the 
piano came Into use. The left hand 
emphasized the strong beat, while 
the right had accentuated the weak 
beat with energetic harmonies In a 
higher register. Also at that time, 
the saxophone made its appear 
ance on the jazz scene. Either it 
was merely added to the melodic 
seetion. or it replaced the clarinet 
or the trombone. Under the grow- 
ing influence of large bands the 
cornet was gradually abandoned In 
favor of the trumpet because of 
the latter's more brilliant and pow- 
erful effect in ensemble work.

McGiU's Red Mermen turned 
back a powerful Connecticut team 
by a 39.5 to 35.3 score at the N.D.G. 
pool on Saturday afternoon. The 
meet was termed by many in the 
large crowd which witnessed It as 
"the most exciting ever seen." It 
was a closely contested meet whose 
outcome was only decided In the 
final race of the day. Going into 
the last even, the Freestyle Relay, 
McGill led by a scant margin of 
four points. The event was worth 
»even points, winner take all. A 
victory In this race meant a triumph 
In the meet for both squads. 

Coach Curran rode the Mer- 
men's fortunes on a relay team of 
Ralnbow-ChrlstlcQuayle - Fuller- 
ton. Connecticut hurled their 
best In return as Jenkins, New 
England ; Intercollegiate 100 and 
50 yard champion, teamed with 
Schmidt, (who had already won 
the 50 yard event in the meet), 
Anderson and Jnncs. The race 
was terrific, and Jim Quayle. 
'swimming the third leg of the re- 
lay, pulled McGIII a little ahead 
of the grrat Connecticut relay 
aggregation. Dick Fullcrton fol- 
lowed Jim and matched the great 
Charlie Jenkins stroke for stroke 
and rode him to a dead tie equal- 
ing the Dominion record of 1:41.6. 
VERSATILK AND ABLE 

The meet showed Vic Currans 
boys as deep, In heart, versatility, 
and ability. Greg Titus, Jim Quayle, 
Bill Rainbow, Irwin Kopin, and 
Stan Christie went in two events 
each; while Dick Fullerton, Peter 
Mingle, and Adin Morrow swam 
three times in the meet. Adin Mor- 
row swam a distance of 760 yards 
in winning all three events ho 
entered, the 220 yard freestyle, the 
150 yard backstroke and the 440 
yard freestyle. He amassed an 
almost unbelievable total of 15 
points personally! That is par for 
the course. 

The opening event of the meet 
saw the Connecticut relay team 
of Ed Jones, Captain Fred Farns- 
worth and Charlie Jenkins just 
top a McGIII 300 yard Medley 
relay team by the margin of a 
finger tip on the *pool wall. The 
McGIII trio was Mingle swim- 
ming backstroke, Kopin going 
breast stroke and Quayle finish- 
ing crawl. Mingle exceeded his 
Olympic efforts by posting a 



1:03-8 for his 100 yard leg of the 
relay. (A Dominion Record.) 
Adin Morrow and Greg Titus 
swam to one-two wins in both the 
220 and 440 yard freestyle races. 
Adin Morrow 'traversing most of 
the distance on his back. 

The 50-yard freestyle saw 
Schmidt of Connecticut awarded 
first place over Rainbow of McGill 
after a long consultation, neces- 
sitated by the closeness of the 
finish. Dick Fullcrton took third 
in this event.
